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Sight fighters, low-wing monoplanes with- in-line engines, 
were parked in front of the hangar at the northeastern 
edge of the -BAAEBIS (N 52/h 31) airfield, ’i'he other 
hangars were closed and there was no flying. 


2. A row of hushes along the road at the western edge of the 
field had been removed in the direction of the runway- 
exit., The area between the end of the runway and the road 
had been graded. The hi’ installation, previously north of 
the airfield, was now located 200 feet west of the road, in 
about the extension area or the runway. This installation 
had four braced, about 21-foot high masts with a cabin in 
the center. 
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4» Two workers stated that the runway was to be extended by 
about 800 fe«t west of the PQLBNZ (II 52/S 41) - iiACHJRN 
(N 52/iS 41) - road. This road was to be blocked for public 
traffic. About 90 fighters, with which night flying was 
also done, were stationed at the field. These fighters 
were shortly to be replaced by bombers. Underground fuel 
dumps were located at the southeastern edge of the field. 
Major AWT IivilXQV was, for a long time, the GO of the airfield.
